1. We are nearing the end of this year's R§D planning 

u cycle; and as a status report to the customer 

offices, ORD has prepared the attached listing of candidate 
projects along with the actions we propose to take. The 
listing includes the requirements that ORD will and- wiU- .no t- 
service m either FY 77 or FY 78. The reasons for not 
servicing are given in each instance. 

2. In selecting from all the requirements received, 

it was necessary to take a number of factors into considera- 
tion. Tnese factors included customer priority, potential 
payoff, available and projected technology, and available 
ORD manpower and budget as well as the relationship of a 
given project to the Agency-wide tasking of ORD. Budgetary 
constraints, of course, were the primary limiting factor in 
determining requirements that we cannot service. Indeed 
customer requirements exceeded the total of the ORD
